The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this titie. if tfie differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Yamazaki '386. 

Yamazaki teaches a substrate 101, an underlevel protection layer 103 of 0.05- 
0.2 microns thickness, a semiconductor film 104 of 0.01-0.15 microns thickness, a gate 
insulator 105 of 0.02-0.15 microns thickness, and an interlevel insulator 1 10 of 0.3 
microns thickness. At the maximum thickness, the combined thickness of the above 
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layers is less than 2 microns. Claim 2 is anticipated by or at least obvious over 
Yamazaki. Claim 1 is rejected because the amorphous silicon semiconductor layer 104 
of Yamazaki has a preferable thickness of 30-80 nanometers (column 5 line 24) and the 
doping level of the channel is much less than 10E18/cm3 as the source and drain 
regions are doped in a process using the gate layer as a mask. The semiconductor 
layer 104 is deposited undoped by CVD or LPCVD. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamazaki '386 in view of Miyasaka '958. 

Miyasaka explains that CVD thin film semiconductor layers are typically 
deposited as intrinsic and doping for source and drain regions are effected through a 
gate mask. Such processing would have been obvious, advantageous, and typical for a 
Yamazaki type device because Yamazaki practiced CVD or LPCVD as Miyasaka. 
Accordingly, an intrinsic channel region is ordinary design for thin film channel regions 
as Yamazaki. Claim 1 is obvious structure or inherently anticipated.
